lvaring the past few months we have considered over if sites 
for the possible location of our new building. Several of there sites 
were in the State of Maryland. Members of the Maryland Congres- 
sional delegation and individual citizens of your State have written 
us about possible sites in the area, anc these were given conaicera- 
tion in the course of our studies. 


We have consulted with the planning officials of the Maryland 
counties adjacent to the District, and with the Maryland represesta- 
tive of the Regional Planning —ouncil and the Maryland Park and 
Planning Commission. Members of my staff have also talked with 
Senater Butler, Senator Beall and Representative Lankferd. 


When we had finally narrowed down our search to a few sites 
which might meet our criteria the list contained two in Maryland -- 
one at Suitland and the other a tract near the Naval Hospital at 
Bethesda. However, after we had weighed all of the factors is to 
thme and distance from those agencies with which we are in constant 
contact, and traffic conditions during the rush hour, we came to 
the conclusion that the two best sites for our purposes were « tract 
of Government-owned land at Langley, Virginia and a tract in the 
Alexandria area. We have expressed a preference for the Longley 
site.
